CHILDREN AND THE CITY 
The Children’s Aid Society of New York held 
an an n ual m eeting the other night, an d speak­ 
ers presented some figures th at make disquieting 
reading for an American who likes to thin k th a t 
his country is steadily progressing. 
William Edward Hall, presiden t of the Boys’ 
Club Federation, declared th a t no fewer than 
37,505 boys were brought before the courts for 
violating the law. 
'‘Every boy in the city of New York when he 
reaches tiie age of 16 has at least a one to three 
chance th at his nam e will be a part of the crim ­ 
inal records of this city before he reaches his 
m ajority,” said Mr. Hall. 
Another speaker told of sections in the city 
where boys of 11 and 12 are enrolled in regular 
gangs, organized for professional tfieft. Another 
told how nine-year-old children indulge in crap 
shooting and occasional burglaries as a part of 
their childhood games. 
Still an other speaker, 
describing conditions in the negro district 
of 
Harlem, said th a t 9 5 per cen t of the boys under 
15 were on the streets nightly after 7:00 P. M. 
These figures are disturbing enough to give 
one pause. 
And it isn ’t particularly consoling 
th at they reflect conditions in New York City 
alone. New York is only a magnified picture of 
all of our cities. Conditions there can be found, 
in greater or lesser degree, in every other city. 
When adults jam themselves into cities, the 
children inevitably suffer. 
The 
reason 
these 
youngsters join street gangs a r t learn the ways 
of crime is not th at they are in heren tly vicious; 
it is simply th a t they lack places to play. Youth 
is bound to cut capers, get exercise and seek fun; 
and if it can ’t do these thin gs in a normal way, 
it will do them in an abnorm al way. 
The m an who is bringing up a family in a 
small city or town does n ot often realize how 
fortun ate he is. The city child, unless his par­ 
ents have comfortable means, is exposed to cor­ 
ruptin g influences from which he ought to be 
shielded.

Cambridge, Mass., (IP)—Ques­ 
tion whether tobacco 
smoking 
originated exclusively in Ameri­ 
ca is raised 
by 
archeological 
finds now en route from Africa 
to Peabody Museum of Harvard. 
Thfe smoking riddle and other 
secrets of equatorial Africa 
in 
the centuries preceding the mod­ 
ern white man’s arrival there are 
contained in materials excavat­ 
ed during 1927 and 1928 by 
a 
Harvard expedition headed 
by 
Frederick R. Wulsin of the Har­ 
vard museum. Mr. Wuisin 
has 
returned ahead of the archeolo­ 
gical finds. 
The expedition was sponsored 
by the Bureau of International 
Research of the Laura Spelman 
Rockefeller fund, and consisted 
of Frederick R. Wuisin, Patrick 
T. L. Putnam stnd Milton Katz. 
Its purposes were search for ar­ 
cheological material in the Su­ 
dan which might throw light on 
the movement of 
populations 
there, and the study of pygmies. 
The students of the t>ygkny still 
are in Africa. 
Clay objects were found which 
may have been pipe bowls. They 
were far down in a mound which 
appeared to be many 
hundred 
y ears old. 
The bowls will be subjected, to 
chemical analy sis for 
possible 
traces of tobacco, hemp or per­ 
fume as the most likely mixtures 
which may have been smoked in 
them. Mr. Mulsin;say s that .den­ 
tification of tobacco 
smoking 
would be unexpected, as 
the 
bowls appear to a nteda te 
the 
discovery of America. 
Several village sites were ex­ 
cavated. The most pretentious 


was at Goulfei, in French Afri­ 
ca. In this mound, adjacent to a 
modern town, four lay ers 
of 
ashes and the cultural archeolo­ 
gical materials in them indicat­ 
ed four villages 
had 
existed, 
each of the last three on 
the 
ashes of its predecessor. 
Mr. Wuisin found present-day 
Africa growing . up socially . 
His 
expedition had a negro 
cook, 
whose father ha d been a canni­ 
bal. It had also a Mohammedan 
guide. One night Mr. 
Wuisin 
hear the cook and the Moham ­ 
medan arguing in French, each 
attempting to prove that 
the 
other was descended 
from 
a 
cannibal, while his own family 
tree had no such branch. 
A servant problem has 
been 
created, at least for archeologlsts 
by the automobile, Mr. 
Wuisin 
said. Fifteen y ears ago, on a pre­ 
vious expedition tha t traveled on 
foot, he found it easy to 
hire 
help for all the campwork. Thu 
time, with limited carry ing capa­ 
city of an auto truck fixing the 
amount of help, the archeologlsts 
had to do most of their 
own 
packing.

fo r December 23, 1928 . Lesso n Tex t: Luke 2:1-20. 
Brief Account of th e Lesson submitted 
by Rev. E. D. McKune, Pasto r o f the First United Presby - 
etrian Ch urch .) 
(Th e alternate lesson for th e week is used, because o f its appro priateness, leav ing the reg ular 
study in th e life of Paul for th e nex t week’s Rev iew o f the Study o f his life). 


Almost nineteen h undred y ears 
h ave passed since th e Saviour of 
mankind was cradled in a m an­ 
ger. Yet, as th e Ch ristmas season 
oi th e y ear returns, we instinct­ 
ively turn to th e Biblical account 
of th is birth and read it anew. 
Th e simplicity of th e 
account 
h olds our reverent attention and 
interest, h owever familiar it may 
be to us. Th e record, th ough 
brief, gives us 
th e 
essentials, 
carefully guarding 
by , silence 
th ose details wh ich 
h umanity 
would overstress. Matth ew gives 
us a brief picture of th e birth , 
wh ich is in striking contrast with 
th e record of Luke. Th e first gos­ 
pel pictures Jesus as th e King. 
At His birth th e reigning Heroc. 
is alarmed and th e Wise 
men 
come from th e 
East 
bringing 
th eir gifts to th e newborn King, 
for wh ose coming th ey 
h ave 
been looking. Luke’s account pic­ 
tures Jesus as th e ideal man, wh o 
comes to sh are our 
h umanity . 
Th e journey , wh ich h e emph asiz­ 
es, is th at of th e h umble parents 
going from th eir Galilean h ome 
to th e ancestral h ome of Beth ­ 
leh em. Th ere, in contrast to th e 
rich gifts later brough t by th e 
Wise Men, th ese h umble parents 
were forced to find sh elter else­ 
wh ere th an in th e 
town inn. 
Turning from th e crowded inn, a 
cavern in th e earth , used to sh el­ 
ter th e h erdsmen’s flocks provide 
a h ospitable refuge 
from 
tnt 
ch ill of th e nigh t. Th ere, close 
tc nature, Jesus was born 
of 
PJary , and a manger proved 
a 
convenient cradle for th e new­ 
born King. Both of th ese 
ac­ 
counts give true pictures of th e 
Redeemer’s birth . Th us was be­ 
gun wh at Joh n afterward 
say s 
of Jesus, "He came unto 
His 
own (world) and 
(th ey 
th at 
were) His own (people) received 
Him not.” 
Oth er details of Jesus’ coming 


are reco rded with equal simplic­ 
ity , and are equally fiting in the 
setting o f the sto ry . To who m 
sho uld the 
anno uncement 
o f 
J esus’ birth be made? To ’ the 
King and po litical leaders? Or, to 
th®. relig io us leaders o f the peo ­ 
ple, who were self-rig hteo us and 
critical o f, any o ne who wo uld ev ­ 
en intimate any spiritual lack o r 
need? The messag e 
was 
no t 
bro ug ht to the pro ud and self- 
rig hteo us, to the co ld and criti­ 
cal o r fanatical; no r to the po li­ 
tical o r wo rldly g reat. That One, 
Who is to shepherd the wander­ 
in g sheep o f lo st Israel, is an­ 
no unced appro priately to tho se 
who are watching faithfully the 
flo cks co mmitted to their care. 
The Lamb o f Go d is made kno wn 
to tho se simple shepherds who 
are g uarding 
their 
helpless 
flo cks o n the same hills where 
Dav id had written ‘ The Lo rd is 
my Sehpherd,” while watching 
his flo cks. Here, to o , the herds­ 
man, Amo s, had heard Go d speak 
co ncerning the sins o f his co un­ 
try men. Very appro priately , the 
anno uncement o f J esus’ 
birth 
came to tho se simple, humbly de­ 
v o ut men who were 
faithfully 
perfo rming their tasks, y et 
all 
the while lo o king , as was Simeo n 
also , fo r the "co nso latio n o f Is­ 
rael.” The ang els . who 
had 
bro ug ht the messag e to 
Mary 
and to J o seph, and later to Zac- 
harias, no w pro claimed to ‘ the 
shepherds the messag e o f cheer 
— Fear no t; fo r, beho ld, I bring 
y o u g o o d tiding s o f g reat 
jo y , 
which shall be to all peo ple. Fo r 
unto y o u is bo rn this day in the 
city o f Dav id a Sav io ur, 
which

CHILDREN AND THE CITY 


The Children's Aid Society of New York held 
annual meeting the other night, and speak- 


ers presented some figures that make disquietwg 
SKTfor an American who likes to think that 
his country is steadily progressing. 


William Edward Hall, president of the Boys' 


Club Federation, declared that no fewer than 
37,505 boys were brought before the courts for 
violating the law. 


"Ever* boy in the city of New York when he 


reaches the age of 16 has at least a onej to three 
chance that his name will be a part of the crim- 
inal records of this city before he reaches his 
majority," said Mr. Hall. 


Another speaker told of sections in the city 


where boys of 11 and 12 are enrolled in regular 
Sngs, organized for professional tfleft. Another 
told how nine-year-old children indulge in crap 
shooting and occasional burglaries as a part ol 
their childhood games. -Still another speaker 
describing conditions in the negro district of 
Harlem, said that 95 per cent of/the boys under 
15 were on the streets nightly after 7:00 P. M. 


These figures are disturbing enough to give 


one pause. And it isn't particularly consoling 
that they reflect conditions in New York City 
alone 
New York is only a magnified picture of 


all of our cities. Conditions there can be found, 
in greater or lesser degree; in every other city. 


When adults jam themselves into cities, the 


children inevitably suffer. The reason 
these 


youngsters join street gangs ajd learn the ways 
of crime is not that they are inherently vicious; 
it is simply-that they lack places to play. Youth 
is bound to cut capers, get exercise and seek fun; 
and if it can't do these things in a normal way, 
'it will do them in an abnormal way. 


The man who is bringing up a family in a 


small city- or town does not often realize how 
fortunate he is. The city child, unless his par- 
ents have comfortable means, is exposed to cor- 
rupting influences from which he ought to be 
shielded.
